First, who am I? I am 49, am divorced, have 3 children; Jeff, 14 wer 
iei = E plays guitar and tenor sax; Robin, 13 who is 
ersde and plays flute, and Craig, 19 who is in the thn 
grade and plays trumpet. I teach piano and play professionally in 
dance bands...Now-the hobby---In early January of 1970 Sal Trapani, 
whom I met through my piano playing, gave me about 100 radio programs. 
Armed with these shows, a primátive catalog, one primative and one new 
tape recorder, and little knowledge of trading, I invaded the world 
of experienced collectors. My first trading friends were very patient 
and very helpful in making suggestions to improve my dubbing. I soon 
replaced my old recorder with a second new one. 3ince then I added. 
one more. I got to know J Miller, M Shlank, J O'Neal and D Davies, «ll 
local traders. From G Blacker in Cheshire I got many discs of shows 
that were uncirculated at that time.

JACK BENNY**IN FOND REMEMBRANCE 


At 2:32 AM, Friday, Dec 27th, 197% Jack Benny died of cancer, 
There is little that I can say that hasn!t been said already on TV, 
vadio and in the press, Thanks tó many of my friends, many articles 
and thoughts were sent to me, +. Benny, as many of you «now, was my 
favorite radio personality. His is one program I listeneä to feithful- 
ly, including the reápeats, until 1958, In my collection I have just 
about every shows that is readily available (about 163) except 23 
-new ones originating from the west coast and 4 others...I laughed more 
listening to the Jack Benny Show that I did to any other. who was the 
real Jack Benny??? 

Born on Valentine's Day, Feb, 25, 1894 as Benny Kubelsky, he was 
80 years old when he died. Benny was merried 47 years to Mery Living- 
ston (the former Sadie Marks). For over 60 years he was active in 
vaudeville, radio (1932-1955; 1956-58 were repeats), television from 
1951-1965 plus occasional speeials after that and movies (21 plus . 

7 others in whitch he made guest appearances). Benny was generous, 
humble-almost shy, always busy, always living in the present, He was 
an accomplished violinist. He gave numerous concerts for charity, 
raising about $5,000,000 by 1970. . i 

A master of comic timing all he had to do was pause, give a blank 

look or simply say Em-m-m-m. How did Benny describe his own comedy: 
"Never laugh at the other fellow; let him laugh at you. I try to me 
my character encompass about everything that is wrong with everybody. 
On the air I have everybody's faults. All listeners snow someone who 
is a tightwad, show-off or womething of that sort. Then in their 
winds I become a real eharacter."...As a result he was often the bus” 
cf his cast who devastated him with their barbs. : 

What did others say about Benny: STEVE ALLEN; Benny was to humo. 
wot Artur Rubinstein is to music. His “laugh at me" posture made hin 

‚ir&äächt man for the whole world.",,.MARY LIVINGSTON: In all the 
v ce we were together, he never gave me one bad day, not one bed 
minute." ...ROSALIND RUSSELL: We're losing one of the greatest perfor- 
mers who ever lived,..RONALD REAGAN; He was a world institution. Ev- 
ecyone in the world felt they knew him,.,GEORGE BURNS: Ha was one of 
the great hearts of mhow business. I've knomJack for 55 years. I 
can't imagine my life without him...PRESIDENT FORD: If laughter is 
‘the music of the soul, Jack and his viblin and his humor have made 
jife better for all men. ,.C4ROL BURNETT; Jack was a super person. 
There was none niger, or more generous...EDDIE "ROCHESTER" ANDERSON: 
I can't explain the sadness I feel. I worked with many people in shov 
business, but I don't know anyone to compare with Jack...JOHNNY CARSON; 
Benny was a rare individual. Everyone who knew him Loved him. I never 
heard him say an unkind word about anyone,-I feel fortunate having 
ny life touched by him...BOB HOPE; He was stingy to the end. He vas 
only with us 80 years and it wasn't enough. Benny was revered as a 
genious by other comedians for his flawless sense of timing, but that 
Benny finally made a mistake, Histiming was all wrong. He left_ys all 
to soon. If there is a Mt. Rushmore for humanitariuns, the firts sone 
face might easily resemble him. And if a stone could talk, it would 
say "Well" How do you say goodbye to a man who was not just a good 
friend but a national treasure? No one will ever replace Jack Benny. 
He was the end of an era, 

Greg Jackson, one of my readers, had some special remembrances: 

REMEMBERING JACK BENNY by Gregory Jackson Jr,,.hen Jack's reg- 
ular show went off the air in 1965, he starred in 1 or 2 TV specials 
.a year for NBC. I liked Benny too much to see hin only a few times 
a year, so I decided to attend the taping of all his TV specials. Ev- 
ery year as soon as I saw it mentioned in TY, Guide of the newspaper 
that Jack had been signed to do a special, I would write NBC for 
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tickets. Jack usually taped hiw specials 3 to 4 weeks before they were. 
aired. He would always tape his specials on Saturdays and Sundays, 
Jack would have a dress rehearsal for about half the show on Satur- 
day afternoon. You could get tickets for the dress reheasal and attend 
because even though it wag a rehearsal, they did tape it. Then Jack 
and the guests would take a break for dinner. Later they would pos 
turn for the final taping of the half of the show they were doing. 
that day. a completely different audience would attend the Saturday 
evening taping than had “attended the afternoon Peheasal. With all the 
time the stágenenas' was ted slowly setting up ‘the scenery of iback= "> 
ground, it usually took: 15 Hours or more to tape the half hour's 
worth of Show. ¿On Sunday, Jack would tape the other half. ‘of the show, 
having again a dress reheasal and a final tapings. ‘The. dress 'reheasals 
were always: taped so that: the tape editor could use it if he needed 
it.
